As all 

readers of Kim 

will recall, the 

British were perpetually nervous 

about the passes which led down 

to the plains of Hird. The young 

Kimball O’Hara, once he was 

taken by his destiny from the old 

red-hot lama from Tibet and 

taught so excellently by British 

intelligence, wrought mightily 

against the Russians as well as the 
French. 


The more extreme Hindu Na- 
tionalists do not care for the story 
of Kim, largely because Kipling 
was the symbol of British im- 
perialism. But Kim is a story in 
love with India. That part of the 
story which deals with the dis- 
covery, deception and destruction 
of the Russian and French spies is 
a fine, rewarding piece of writ- 
ing. There were Kim, Mahbub 
Ali, the Afghan horse trader with 
his henna-dyed beard, and the fat 
Bengal babu. 


They made a hash of months of 
hard work of map-making and 
intrigue by the two men who os- 
tensibly were hunting game in the 
mountains where the passes were. 
But, of course, it was Kim who 
did the lion’s share of the job. He 
had to care for the old Lama, 
shampooing his weary feet, as- 
sisting him to walk, and also 
bearing next to his skin the docu- 
ments and maps done by the Rus- 
sians. 


One Wonders 


So it is that one who in his boy- 
hood was steeped in Kipling’s 
poems and stories, wonders today 
how the Russians feel about this 
demonstration of power and intent 
by the Red Chinese. Peiping 


should decide to move she would 
be wise to occupy them for use 
in a pincers movement, or more 
probably, to prevent their use by 
any other power—Russia_ in- 
cluded. 


It is idle to assume that this 
strongly made, coup is aimed 
merely at Tibet. The alarm of 
the government at New Delhi re-

And if Delhi is agitated what 
about Moscow? 


There are bound to be a at 
tremors there. Conferences have 
been held at the Kremlin. It is 
incomprehensible the Russians 
wish to see Red China spill into 
the ancient plains of India where 
so many of the great conquerors 
established kingdoms. 


So sure may one be about this 
conclusion one may be equally 
positive about at least one phase 
of Soviet reaction. The Kremlin 
is right now reappraising its pol- 
icy toward Afghanistan. If the 
Red Chinese have established 
themselves in force in Tibet it 
means that they have a timetable 
of aggression against India. To 
forestall that, the Russians almost 
certainly must move to be sure 
they have a firmer foothold in 
the great invasion routes of an- 
tiquity—the. Afghan passes. 


Other Possibility 


There is one other possibility 
which has so little plausibility it 
may well be dismissed. It is 
that this is the opening phase of 
a joint Moscow-Peiping schedule 
for the taking and dividing of 
India and Pakistan. 


Red China is the big neighbor. 
She could invade from many 
points. But it is significant s he 
wishes to hold this northern point. 
It cannot be for trade or expan- 
sion.

C130 Sent to Berlin 


To Test Russians

WASHINGTON—The United States sent a high- 
flying C130 cargo plane into Berlin last Friday in a 
long-planned test linked to the crisis over that city, it 


was indicated Wednesday. 


The test was a two-fold one: to 
inaugurate an air supply system 
from French bases and to probe 
the Soviet reaction to the new gi- 
ant aircraft.

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Oxtord’s Report Is 
Quite Encouraging 


Revenue Commissioner Dixon Ox- 
ford’s report that state tax collections for 
the first quarter of 1959 are approximate- 
ly 5.79 per cent ahead of the same quarter 
last year while collection costs have been 
reduced 21 per cent is indeed “encour- 
aging.” 

The report should end rising clamor 
and speculation from certain quarters 
that another tax hike before the end of 
this year is inevitable. If economy and 
efficiency are a pattern throughout all 
departments, reductions in costs plus in- 
creased collections should more than 
make up for current deficit spending 
which the governor has estimated at $22,- 
000,000 a year. 

Nobody, of course, yet knows just how 
much can be saved through economies the 
administration has ordered in all depart- 
ments. The 10 per cent across-the-board 
reductions in a number of operations 
went into effect only yesterday. The gov- 
ernment reorganization committee, com- 
posed of legislators and leaders in busi- 
ness and professions, begins its work 
today. 

There is every reason to believe that 
all these measures can and will save mil- 
lions of dollars. Efficient and business- 
like purchasing methods will result in 
substantial savings. Ending the unbe- 
lievable waste and inefficiency in the 
highway. department should not only re- 
sult in better roads and better mainte- 
nance but in preventing the “roof from 
falling in” in this area. 

Georgians are in no mood for tax in- 
creases. They are in a mood, however, 
to demand dollar value from their funds. 

A little austerity in government while 
the state adjusts income to expenses will 
be a healthy thing if it results in greater 
efficiency and fewer schemes by politi- 
cians and others who hang around with 
hands out for donations from the taxpay- 
ers. Certainly it will result in tighter 
controls over the state treasury. 

The state is in a better position than 
at any time in its history to finance es- 
sential services. But a few more years 
of what we have been witnessing would 
leave us hopelessly bankrupt. Talk of 
tax increases now without maximum ef- 
fort to curtail waste and extravagance 
definitely is out of order.

All Too Freely Here 


The necessity for stepped-up enforce- 
ment at all leveky in combatting the 
moonshine whisky racket is re-empha- 
sized through findings that led to the ar- 
rest of 83 sales suspects here early yes- 
terday. 

A Negro undercover agent, Atlanta 
police, federal officers and the Taxpaid 
Liquor Council Inc., a private organiza- 
tion, deserve credit for the series of raids. 

The ease with which the undercover 
agent obtained corn whisky indicates to 
some extent the magnitude of the traffic 
in the vile stuff here. 

If he had had two more agents work- 
ing -with him during his three weeks of 
gathering evidence, the investigator said, 
the number of arrests could have been 
tripled. “It seems I could find booze for 
sale in every alley off a main street,” he 
added. 

His report should help trigger intensi- 
fied efforts by all agencies concerned to 
clamp down on sales outlets as well as 
on higher-ups who produce the poisonous 
concoction. 

Bootleggers are siphoning off millions 
of dollars annually in the Atlanta area 
alone. The illegal liquor traffic is a blight 
upon the community and must be accord- 
ed constant, vigorous treatment by law 
enforcement authorities and the courts.

Can State Meet Needs 
Of Higher Education? 


Georgia’s problem of higher education 
was pointed up again in speeches at the 
GEA session by Chancellor Caldwell of 
the University System and by Dr. Judson 
C. Ward Jr., vice president and dean of 
faculties at Emory University... 

If the state discharges its duty, there 
will be 35,000 students in the system by 
1962, 41,000 by 1966 and 46,500 by 1970, 
Dr. Caldwell said. This will call for added 
expenditures of at least 70 million dollars 
for facilities and faculties, including the 
addition of 800 new teachers. 

Dr. Ward described the substantial 
role played by private colleges in the 
state’s developing educational program. 
This role, too, must be expanded if the 
state is to meet its potential. As Dr. Ward 
declared, “Georgia needs us all now. She 
will need us all and more tomorrow.” 

Needs of the University of Georgia 
at Athens are brought in focus by 
a recent self-study of the institution, di- 
rected by Dr. A. J. Brumbaugh. The 
study, carried in the current issue of 
“Higher Education,” published by the 
U.S. Office of Education, is immensely 
valuable. . | 

Briefly the report shows that if the 
university is to advance and achieve a po- 
sition of distinction in higher education, 
the state must increase funds for operating 
expenses to such an extent that in 1965-66 
the amount will be more than 23 million 
dollars. This is almost four times the pres- 
ent figure of about six million dollars.

last word to His disciples. We read wrongly the story of our Lord’s 


life when we consider His passion 
His ministry. 

The grave could not bind Him 
and He rose a victor over death. 
Thereafter He continued His min- 
istry, giving to us in the 40 days 
which followed t first Easter 
some of the brightest and most 
hallowed words in the gospel 
records. 

His very last word, according 
to St. Matthew, is called the 
great commission. It is a chal- 
lenging invitation to His disciples 
to continue the work He had in- 
augurated. I expect that St. Mat- 
thew intentionally brought his 
story of our Lord to a conclusion 
by repeating the Master's own 
words: “Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world” (Matthew 28:19-20). 

It was with these words ringing 
in their hearts that the disciples 
began the most amazing recruit- 
ing and missionary endeavor 
which the world has ever wit- 
nessed.

The intensity 
and sincerity of Christian mis- 
sions are today equal to that of 
any period in Christian history.

Capitalism Surges 
Forward in World 


WASHINGTON—A well-known American busi- 
nessman, defending capitalism on a kind of panel 


performance, was asked by a member of the au- ‘ 

dience what he considered its basic right. His instant answer: “The 
right to go broke.”” What he was saying was that everybody is better 
off when, in order to survive, business has to make its way in the 


marketplace of consumer opinion. 


But capitalism, now engaged in 
a life-and-death struggle with 
communism, also has to make its 
way in the marketplace of voter 
opinion. How is it doing there? 
To survive, it must convince the 
voters as well as please the con- 
sumers. Is capitalism gaining po- 
litical support or losing it? 

The answer, which comes from 
one of the country’s eminent econ- 
omists, Calvin B. Hoover of Duke 
University, who has just complet- 
ed a three-year study for the 
Twentieth Century Fund on “The 
Economy, Liberty and the State,” 
is reassuring. 


From his research and first- 
hand observation—twice during 
his surveys he visited the Soviet 
Union, the satellite countries and 
Western Europe.— Dr. Hoover 
concludes that: 


“Among the leading economic 
systems of the world, modern 
capitalism as # exists in the 
Western nations is.strong, pro- 
ductive, popular and in almost no 
danger of being’ supplanted or 
overthrown by collectivism.” 

As far as he can see ahead, at 
least for the next two or three 
decades, the ‘‘modern type of cap- 
italistic economic system will not 
(repeat not) be supplanted in any 
important country of the West, at 
least not by the conscious will of 
the majority.” 

I have not yet read Dr. Hoov- 
er’s full report—only the Twen- 
tieth Century Fund’s advance ac- 
count of it—but I am sure he has

The socialist 
parties are either in decline or 
have openly abandoned, because 
they found it didn’t work, the na- 
tionalization of industry as an ob- 
jective. 


The greatest force behind the 
resurgence of modern capitalism 
as the best way to produce the 
greatest good for the greatest 
majority is the visible fruit of 
modern capitalism in Western 
Germany—the nation’s resplend- 
ent recovery through the rejec- 
tion of socialist controls and so- 
Cialist regimentation and by using 
the incentives of a competitive 
free economy.

that {the Legislature will study 
that problem. It is not only pos- 
sible but«likely that some read- 
justment might be wise,” he de- 
clared. 


Both Talmadge and his father, 
the late Gov. Eugene Talmadge, 
have long been identified as 
staunch defenders of the unit sys- 
tem. When he was governor, the 
senator twice attempted to extend 
the unit system to the general 
election. (It applies only in the 
Democratic primary.) 


The legislature approved such 
an amendment twice, but it was 
turned down both times by the 
voters. 


STILL FAVORS PRINCIPLE 


Talmadge made it clear Wed- 
nesday night that he still favors 
the principle of the unit system. 
He remarked that many critics of 
the system come from states in 
which conventions rather than 
voters pick candidates: 


Under Georgia's unit system, 
the state’s eight largest counties 
have six unit votes each. The 
next 30 have four units each, and 
the remaining 121 have two votes 
apiece.

For Office Space

gia delegation in Congress 
ances from the government 
their home districts. 


Rep. Carl Vinson of Milledge- 
ville does not maintain an office 
in his district back home, and 
Rep. E. L. (Tic) Forrester of 
Leesburg uses space at the post 
office in Americus. 

Disclosure was made Tuesday 
that Rep. Iris Blitch of Homer- 
ville has been drawing $100 a 
month to pay for office space in 
a former garage at her home. 


Rep. Blitch is the only member 
of the Georgia delegation renting 
office space from herself. 


However, Rep. J. L. Pilcher of 
Meigs draws $100 a month allow- 
ance for office space in the J. N. 
Carter Company at Meigs, a firm 
he is reputed to control financially. 


Under existing law, a member 
of Congress is entitled to main- 
tain two offices in his home dis- 
trict. If office space is available 
in federal buildings, he may use 
such space free of charge. But, if 
no such space is available, the 
congressman may rent office 
space up to $1,200 a year and be 
reimbursed by the government. 


There is no law or regulation to 
prohibit a member of Congress 
from renting space from himself. 
However, a furor was touched off | 
here a few weeks ago when it| 
was disclosed that an Indiana| 
congressman was renting office | 
space on the front porch of his' 
home. |

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‘Lethal’ Radiation 
Fights Leukemia

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo.—Radiation in doses 
ordinarily lethal to man has greatly prolonged the lives 
of patients dying of leukemia, according to a report here 
at a meeting sponsored by the American Cancer Society.

week or two more of life if given | 


conventional therapy, were treated 
with massive dos¢s of radiation to 
suppress the production of abnor- 
mal white blood cells, which, is 
characteristic of leukemia. After 
the radiation treatment the pa- 
tients were given transplants of 
bone marrow to protect them 
from the lethal effects of irradi- 
ation. 

The\primary cause of death in 
persons subjected to extreme 
amounts of whole body irradiation 
is believed to be failure of the 
bone marrow to carry on its func- 
tions in manufacturing blood com- 
ponents.

I am of the 
opinion that local crafts should 
be promoted along with work 
of out-of-state and country 
artists.” 


Outstanding craftsmen in this 
area have been asked to sub- 
mit their respective works for 
the exhibit. The range is wide. 
There are native-made items 
such as handmade silver, glass- 
ware, furniture, ceramics, weav- 
ing, jewelry and porcelains. 


From the standpoint of color 
and dramatic eye appeal, a wall 
hanging panel in shades of red, 
yellow and orange is an exqui- 
site example of weaving. 


An observer would be wise to 
examine closely the texture of 
the piece for it represents the 
perfection of handwoven art.

How Can We Best Plan 


For Retirement Income? 


Q. My wife and I have just 
started to put money into a 
mutual fund. We are reinvesting 
all income and capital gains 
from our investment. 


Assuming that the fund grows 
at a normal rate, how much 
must we invest in it by the time 
we retire to give us a monthly 
income of $100? We are willing 
to sell shares of stock each 
month after we retire to achieve 
this $100 goal. Mr. G.H.G., 
New Haven, Conn. 


A. Suppose, first, Mr. G.H.G., 
that you want $100 a month in 
income from your investment. 
You wish to keep the stock itself 
intact for your heirs. 


Most mutual funds. claim that 
over the long pull they are able 
to bring in an average of at 
least 4 per cent a year. Thus, to 
achieve an immediate income 
of $1,200 a year you would 
ordinarily have to put at least 
$30,000 into mutual fund shares. 


But if you are investing at the 
rate of, say, $100 a month, by 
the end of the first year you will 
have not just $1,200 in stock but 
$1,248. Dividends for the years 
should amount to $48. By the 
end of the second year you will 
have put $2,400 in and have 
stock worth $2,546. 


Arthur Wiesenberger, author 
of “Investment Companies,’’ 
puts cumulative growth this 
way: 


“Assuming that all dividends 
are reinvested when paid, it is 
a reasonable expectation that at 
some point between 10 and 15 
years after the start of a pro- 
gram in common stock the an- 
nual income will equal or ex- 
ceed the number of dollars in- 
vested each year.” 


In other words: Put’ $1,200 
into common stock mutual fund 
shares a year for 15 years and 
you should get $1,200 a year 
back in income—provided your 
mutual Mund keeps up to the 
Dow-Jones average. 


But suppose you wanted to 
make scheduled withdrawals of 
principal while drawing interest 
on the remainder. How much 
would you need in mutual fund 
stock them? 


Say you are 65. With an in- 
vestment of $19,000 in mutual 
fund stock you would get $760 
in interest the first year, sell 
shares to equal $440 and pocket 
$1,200, cash. This would leave 
you stock of $18,560. The next

LEGEND OF CHATOOGA, AND A- HAPPY TROUT ENDING

If you've been in the trout-catching business 
long enough, you will remember that a few years 
ago, huge rainbow and brown trout began to 
_ trickle into sporting goods stores 
_and newspaper offices around 


here. The bright-eyed and 
bushy-tailed anglers who brought 
in these fabulous catches refused 
to divulge any information ex- 
cept that they were taken out of 
_a Georgia mountain stream. 


Chatooga and Tallulah, it had thawed out enough 
for the Georgians to realize they had been duped.’ 
They wanted to go back and start at the mouth 
of the Seneca again, but finally compromised by 
taking the smaller Chatooga to its source. 


Since that day on the rock with the Carolina 
fisherman, I've been trying to locate some au- 
thentic record of that supposed historical fact, 
so we could get back a chunk of land from our 
sister state and have the mystery river all to 
ourselves. 


Now, Walt Shaffer, one of my old fishing 
partners who fished the Chatooga only last week, 
assured me that it’s really not worth while to 
pursue my project any further.

“All this land ‘in here, on both sides of the 
river,”” he confided, “really belongs to your 
state, instead of to South Carolina.” 


When I pressed for details, he told me a 
weird historical tale of how Georgia and its 
neighboring state had been divided. The charter, 
he said, creating Georgia, called for the eastern 
boundary to be the Savannah River, from its 
mouth to its source. To definitely establish the 
line, legislative committees from the two states, 
set out to follow the largest stream to its source, 
where they would set a marker as the northeast 
corner of the Cracker state. 


Chatooga, which divides the northeast corner of 
Georgia from the southernmost Carolina. 


Even after the Chatooga became known as 
a source of outsized trout, its isolation kept it 
from being quickly fished out. The only access 
road was a two-rut trail, navigable only by 
mule, tractor or jeep, that wound up, down and 
across the ridges to Burrell’s Ford. If the water 
was low enough, a fisherman could ride - his 
transportation a mile or so beyond the ford, and 
even then the best trout waters lay miles up the 
rough, aquatic course.

’sChances 


If Sen. John Kennedy wins the Wisconsin preferen- 
tial primary by a sizable majority next year, he will win 
the Democratic presidential nomination by acclama- 
tion, Sen. Herman Talmadge predicted Wednesday. 


Kennedy 


If Kennedy's victory over Min- 
nesota’s Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
in that primary is not so sizable, 
or if Humphrey should win, Tal- 
madge says he foresees a possi- 
ble four-way race - the nomina- 
tion. 


He listed the possible contend- 
ers, in what he considers the or- 
der of their likelihood of victory, 
as Sens. Kennedy, Stuart Syming- 
ton, Humphrey and Lyndon John- 
eon. 

SETTLED ON WISCONSIN 

Humphrey has already said he 
would run in the Wisconsin prim- 
ary. Kennedy has not, but many 
observers expect that he will. 


Talmadge, speaking at a lunch- 
eon of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce Congressional Action 
Committee, reiterated that Lyn- 
don Johnson of Texas is his choice. 


Johnson or some other compro- 
mise candidate might get the 
party nod if Kennedy, Symington 
and Humphrey all show up at the 
national convention with sizable 
blocs of delegates, he said. He 
also mentioned Adlai Stevenson, 
two-time nominee and two-time 
election loser, as a possible com- 
promise candidate. 


He said he has disagreed with 
Johnson on many things, includ- 
ing civil rights proposals, but 
said the Texan “comes nearer 
reflecting the view of citizens in 
this part of the country than any- 
one else.” 

EXPECTS LANDSLIDE 


Regardless of who's nominated, 
Talmadge said he expects the big- 
gest Democratic landslide since 
Alf Landon was crushed in 1936.
